' 'y desire to make a difference in 
my life, and in doing so, help 
oihers, was brought about by my 
difficult childhood and a hope that 
other Hispanics can pursue their 
dreams whatever the obstacles. 

My mama was three months

our green cards. Except for me, I 
was automatically an American 
citizen — the “Pocho” of the clan.

Greeks Receive Award | 
For Good Deeds Done

The CSUS Greek system received the Community Service 
Award for initiating Greek Rides and donating over $2,700 to 
charities. The award was presented in early April at the Western 
Regional Greek Conference in San Francisco. 

The conference featured more than 700 Greek fraternity and 
sorority chapters representing seven western states: Washington, 
Oregon, Utah, Idaho, Wyoming, Colorado and California, said 
Jody Eaton, Associated Students Inc. vice president. 

Greek Rides is a program offering free rides to anyone who is 
too drunk to drive, said Rick Miller, who introduced the proposal 
last semester. 

Since then, Greek Rides has safely driven about 300 people 
home. It operates Thursday through Sunday between 10 p.m. and 
3 a.m., and receives an average of seven calls a night, said Miller. 

“You can’t beat the program — it saves lives,” he said. “I can’t 
think of a better program on the Sac State campus. We are going 
to get them home — no questions asked.” 

“We have tried to encourage more people to use the program 
to get home from parties. Anyone can use it: administrators, 
faculty and students,” said Miller. 

Thirty percent of the people Greek Rides pick up are non- 


Greek affiliated, said Eaton. 


Miller and Eaton, along with others, are volunteers who run 


the entire program. 


“The volunteers drive their own cars and are not paid. Moun- 
tain Mike’s and the Graduate sponsor the program by supplying 
food to the volunteers,” said Eaton. 

Both ASI and the IFC sponsor the program financially. 

The number for Greek Rides is 1-800-GO4-CSUS. 

Another good deed recognized at the conference as part of the 
award for community service was the CSUS Greek system do- 
nations of over $2,000 to the Red Cross and $793.10 to the Make 
a Wish Foundation, a group which grants wishes to terminally ill 


children.

gressional spending limit is cal- 
culated and, therefore, release 
existing funds to be used for higher 
education. It would also gradu- 
ally increase the gas tax by 9 cents 
over the next five years. Proposi- 
tion 108 is a bond measure that 
would fund road improvements 
and expand alternative transpor- 
tation. 

The CSUS College Republi- 
cans May newsletter, Conserva- 
tive Agenda, contained an article 
that stated there is enough money 
now to pay for transportation 
improvement without raising gas 
taxes. The article contained no 
information about higher educa- 
tion. 

The propositions were origi- 
nally packaged as one state con- 
stituuional amendment but were 
later separated by the secretary of 
state. Any bond measure brought 


before the public for a vote must 
be on the ballot as a proposition. 

Proposition 121 is a bond 
measure that would provide furds 
for structures on California higher 
education campuses. 

The information group began 
developing a strategy in February 
to campaign for the passing of the 
three propositions. 

Included in that strategy is 
making available absentee ballots 
to students. According to Rick 
Miller, student organization rep- 
resentative, the ballots will make 
voting more convenient for stu- 
dents. By voting absentee, stu- 
dents will not have to remember 
to vote when they go home. Jones 
has made absentee ballots avail- 
able on campus in the Admini- 
stration Building, Room 209. 

Another part of the campaign 
is arally, scheduled for 11:30a.m. 


May 9. Governor George 
Deukmejian and Siate Senator 
John Garamendi have been in- 
vited to address students, faculty 
and staff during the rally.

Socialists: Society Is Dead, Not Us

The apparent failure of com- 
munism in the Soviet Union does 
not mark the death, or failure, of 
the Socialist movement, accord- 
ing to leading Socialists who spoke 
at CSUS this week. 

“If socialism means Stalinism, 
if socialism means communist 
regimes that regiment and regu- 
late and repress their population, 
then socialism is dead — and good 
riddance,” said Cornell West, Prin- 
ceton professor and member of 
the National Executive Commit- 
tee of the Democratic Socialists 
of America. 

West was the key speaker at 
the symposium on Socialism held 
Tuesday and Wednesday. He said 
the most significant aspect of 
socialism, “keeping track of the 
plight and predicament” of the 
oppressed masses, is alive and 
weil. 

Another panel member, CSUS 
sociology Professor Bob Kloss 
agreed: “If socialism is dead as I

West, who said he is not a 
Marxist or a Leninist, added that 
another reason socialism has not 
gained a foothold here is thai the 
ideology of capitalism is itself in

Students To

The former governor of New Mexico encouraged 
students Thursday to become politically involved in 
“a very intimate way” by choosing an issue and 
trying to bring about one change on campus. 

“The activism has to come from our campuses,” 
said Toney Anaya. CSUS students have a unique 
advantage “being nght here in the state Capitol” to 
get State and even national media coverage, he said. 

Anaya advocates going back to the civil nghts 
agenda. “We haven't seen any activism on the cam- 
pus since the 60s,” he said. “The struggle is nut over 
by any stretch of the imagination.” 

Anaya said part of the problem 1s that peonle are 
not working together. He said their attitude is one of 
“we got ours; we got it the old fashioned way — we 
stole it. You get yours.” 

“We, as a country, instead of getting stronger in 
every sense of the word, we've gotten weaker,” he 
said. 

Anaya said that often times oppressed people 
dwell in the past and make excuses for not overcom- 
ing obstacles set in their path. “If we dwell to9 often 
in terms of the obstacles as opposed to the opportu- 
nities, then perhaps we get hung up on just that.” 

We should not lose sight of history, he said, we 
should put history into context and not dweil on it. 

At an easly age Anaya’s immigrant father, who 
never finished the third grade, explained to him the 
importance of an education. “They can take away 
your clothes, your house, your life ... but once you 
have your education, you have it for life. They can’t 
take that away.” 

Moreover, Anaya said “the foundation of a strong 
education by itself is not the key to the future, you 
have to combine it with involvement and activism.” 
“The opportunities are endless,” he said.

The '80s were supposed to be the decade of the 
Hispanic, Anaya said. However, he did not find that 
to be true. “Our drop-out rates got worse, our partici- 
pation in higher education got worse, and our in- 
comes dropped ... yet our numbers grew.” 

“We (Hispanics) haven't taken advantage of our 
numbers,” he said. Politicians count two things, he 
said, votes and money. Hispanics don’t matter be- 
cause they don’t vote, he said. 

Things won't change unul people register, vote 
and become acuvely involved, he said. 

“You can make a difference,” Anaya said.

CPS — The head of lowa State University’s student union has 
removed the popular video game “Double Dragon” after several 
people complained the game carries racial overtones. 

The object of the game is for “one or two white ‘Rambo-like’ 
men to rescue a white woman from criminal gangs whose members 
are all black or nersons of color,” members of the Student Union 
Board wrote in a letter to campus leaders. The board took up the 
matter after several students complained about its content 

Union Facilities Manager Roger Ferris said he removed the 
game the first week of April because of declining revenues, not 
because of the umon board's letter. 

But the student paper, the lowa State Daily, subsequently re- 
ported that “Double Dragon” was the fifth-best money-maker out of 
18 games in the union, and when Ferris took it oul, revenues were 
at their peak. 

“In general, we feel there are a lot of (media) that perpetuate 
stereotypes that exist in society,” said board member Bamshad 


Mobasher. “It’s easy to not notice things like that, but they have their 
effect. The fact that it’s popular makes it even worse.”

Back stage at Laughs Unlimited in Old Sacramento, the 
walls are covered by signatures of comedians who pass 
through before their next gig. Some of them are headliners 
who have been on The Johnny Carson Show, others are 
Opening acts from town. But all of them are obsessed 
enough to try to make a living as stand up comedians. 

They spend years polishing their jokes and travelling 
the lonely road to various clubs across the country before 
they can become headliners in an unstable profession. But 
the adoring ring of laughter inspires them to continue. 

Backsiage, Jim Farrell stares intently at his feet. Some- 
one speaks to him but he doesn’t hear it. He's too involved 
in the most exhilarating and terrifying ume of his life, the 
last few moments before he will push himself through the 
curtain under the lights in a room full of strangers. 

He looks comfortable when he walks on stage in worn 
out Levi's, a white sweatshirt and tousied dark auburn hair, 
but he is uneasy at first. Soon his jokes run smoothly 
because he knows his aet so well. 

“The cops in this town are really starting to piss me off,” 
Farrell says through his bushy mustache.“ Acop pulled me 
over, said | was driving kind of funny, wanted to know if 
I'd been smoking anything. I said ‘No, it’s just really hard 
to work a clutch with a beer between your legs."” 

Once he hears the laughter from the audience, he 
overcomes his shyness. It’s like a drug he cannot get 
enough of. 

“I’m basically a shy person,” he says off-stage. “I'm 
trying to be more myself on stage.” 

He has always been funny among close friends. Two 
years ago, with their encouragemeni, he says he finally 
found nerve to do a juggling act at an open mike comedy 
club called the Metro 

“I was very nervous and I came out aggressively. | was 
loud and I cussed alot,” he says. “Basically | over compen- 











f 


sated because of my nervousness.” Sull he returned, again 
and again. 

Soon he dropped out of CSUS, one class short of a 
degree in psychology, to pursue part of his once-private 
dream: to either be a baseball player or a comedian. Now, 
at 27, he is realizing his dream as a pari ume emcee and 
opening act at Laughs Unlimited. 

For Farrell, the best part is writing. He and his writing 
partner, Steve Bruner, have sent 500 jokes through a Fax 
machine to The Byron Allen Show in Los Angeles and he 
earns $75 for each joke they use. So far he has heard 75 of 
his jokes on national television and he says it’s just as 
thrilling as telling them himself. Farrell has written 800 
jokes about every day life and carries a pen with him where 
ever he goes, even when he ts shopping for a gun. 

“Personally, I’m against guns for home protection 
because I don’t want to spend $500 for an item I hope | 
never have to use,” he says in his act. “I’m sorry, but if | 
spend $500 for a gun, I’m shooung someone.” 

Someumes he gives jokes to comedian fnends that he 
feels will present the joke better on stage. Once he docs, he 
can never use that joke again. Itis an unspoken ethic among 
comics to keep material original. 

Now that Farrell is consumed w ith comedy, and paying 
bills with it, he says he faces “comedy purgatory.” It takes 
as long as ten years on the road to become a suong head- 
liner. That means sacrificing a steady income and he said 
“it’s tough on a relationship.” . 

“Atthis point I'd love to get a writing job because then 
1 wouldn't have to travel,” he says. “Travelling doesn’t 
excite me.” 

Fellow comedio” Pau! Hopkins hopes to go on the road, 
and itexcites hin. He's uneasy if he stays in one place for 
too long 

“I love being a vagabond,” Hopkins says. “Nothing 
could make me happier than to have my little satchel of 
wrinkicd clothes in some hotel.” 





CSUS Graduate Chris Hobbs recently played at some east coast comedy clubs. 


He loves hotels because they have beds. He doesn’town 
one because they are too hard to move. “You'll never see 
me with an aquarium,” headded. 

Hopkins, 26, was inspired by his funny father while he 
grew up in Yuba City. "I had a good childhood, but Eddie 
Munster thought he had a normal childhood.” 

He faced a career decision when he graduated from 
CSUS in 1986 with a degree in economics 

"| looked at the things I could do and said, ‘What 1s the 
most unusual thing?’ Other than suck my feet behind my 
head, il was comedy.” 

Although he works as a substitute emcee at what he 
calls “the shrine,” Laughs Unlimited, he doesn't exactly 
classify himself as acomic because he can’t give up his job 
as a salesman yet. 

““Comic’ 1s a term that is thrown loosely around,” 
Hopkins say. “A comic is someone who makes a living al 
it. Right now, I’m just a guy who tells yokes.” 

After two years of polishing his act in open mike clubs 
from San Francisco to Los Angeles, he says he ts eatremely 
nervous unul the first yoke, even if it bombs. 

“If I don’t get a laugh, I realize this 1s as bad as it gets, 
and when it happens, it’s not that bad.” 

“A joke should have a weird twist of irony and truth 
mixed well enough to make you giggle about it a week 
later,” says Hopkins, wearing glasses as thick as ashtrays 
and his dark curly hair cut short above his ears. 

He thinks of an example, “The other day while driving 
around, I noticed a young lady smiling at me. She was 
beautiful, blond hair, blue eyes, so I did what any guy 
would do,” Hopkins explains. “I drove around the block, 
again and again. Finally, | approached her and as I got 
closer to the tceter-totter I realized that she wasn’t smiling 
afier all. it was just her head-gear pulling her lips back.”

He was lamenung even then that 
the Jand was over-civilized. A lot 
of the play is more applicable 
today,” McCurdy said 
Muir was born in Scotland in 
1838 and immigrated with his fam- 
ily to the Wisconsin fronuer in 
1849. An avid explorer, he lived 
in the Yosemite Valley from 186% 
to 1873. Muir climbed Mount 
Shasta and Mount Raimer during 
his lifeume. He was responsible 
for creaung the Yosemite Nauonal 
Park and launched a movement 
for federal government control of 
forests. Then in 1890, the Yosemite 
National Park Bill was passed by 
Congress. Alarmed by the pros- 
pect of the ruinauon of the Sierra 
Nevada mountains, Muir formed 
the Sicrra Club in 1892 to explore 
and preserve the range he loved 
He served as president of the Si- 
erra Club for 22 years. Muir fought 


for the recession of the Yosemite 
Valley to the federal government, 
and in 1905 he accomplished his 
goal. He died in Los Angeles in 
1914 

Muir wrote about our nauonal 
parks in 1901 ,““Thousands of ured, 
nerve shaken, over-civilized 
people are beginning to find out 
that going to the mountains 1s 
going home; that wildness 1s a 
necessity; and that mountain parks 
and reservations are useful not 
only as fountains of lumber and 
irrigating rivers, but as fountains 
of life.’ 

Actor Lee Stetson wrote and 
directed the one-man production 
after two years of studying Muir's 
letters, books and journals about 
Yosemite Valley. 

After the production, you feel 
you've spent anevening with John 
Muir, said Marla Goldstein, assis- 
tant to the executive director ol 
the historical society 

“You hear about his life grow 
ing up, the walks he took. Lee

Alternative Night-Time Transit — A New Solution? 





At the risk of sounding like an alarmist, I'd like to ask 
you a few questions. Have you ever walked alone ai night 
in the empty and many times unlit streets of Sacramento? 
Your car may have broken down, or you were out with a 
friend who went home early, or you are completely depend- 
ent on the bus system or light rail, and public transportation 
stopped running hours ago> 

Perhaps you are working late at night downtown and 
your only alternative when everything else closes down is 
the cab system. And the average cab ride anywhere in the 
Sacramento area, let alone the surrounding areas of Rosev- 
ille and Carmichael, runs around $10 to $20. 

Don’t you wish there was another alternative? With 
violence building in downtown Sacramento, with rapes 
and stabbings, in addition to gang-related activities, isn’t 
there another solution? 

Well, in Madison, Wisconsin, there is. This midwestern 
town, nestled in the isthmus of two lakes in southern 
Wisconsin, implemented a program 17 years ago in re- 
sponse to rape prevention needs. 

It began with a conference held in 1973, which focused 
on the need to deal with increasing sexual assault in the 
Madison area in a community-oriented fashion. And from 
the conference two coalitions were formed; a Rape Crisis 
Cenier and the Women’s Transit Authority. 

I use Madison as an example because Sacramento and 
Madison are similar in many ways. Both are capital cities. 
With similar demographics. Sacramento is a little city 
encountering the growing pains of becoming a bigger city, 
as is Madison. Both cities are surrounded by rural commu- 
nities, which are affected by violence as well. And both 
cities are progressive, in terms of development, the aris

community and social conscience. 

But Madison is a smaller, population wise, town than 
Sacramento. Perhaps given the twols she has used to 
develop the WTA, Sacramento with its resources could 
develop something similar — or even better. 

The Women's Transit Authority in Madison began in 
1973, strictly on a volunteer basis, with a couple of cars and 
a telephone. Women who needed a ride would call the 
volunteer on call that night, and be picked up door to door 
free of charge. But there were problems. The cars were not 
insured. There weren't enough volunteers. There wasn't 
enough funding. 

WTA ceked for several years with little funding and very 
few volunteers, but almost disbanded, until in 1978, the 
University of Wisconsin and the County stepped in. Be- 
cause of too many restrictions on the WTA, County fund- 
ing was dropped, the UW continued to provide approxi- 
mately $60,000 per year, four “fleet” cars (which are 
usually state-owned and operated), a radio to dispatch 
drivers, payroll and publicity. 

The City of Madison also jumped in and helped supple- 
ment the funding, one year bringing it up to over $120,000. 
And to make up for additional needs, the WTA received 
community based funding. 

This comes in the form of raffles, T-shirt sales, and 
phonathons, according to Becky Westerfelt, Director of 
WTA. She says that a regular revolving program of events 
takes place every year to supplement WTA’s funding. 

WTA presently boasts three full ume employees, sev- 
eral work-study employees, and a volunteer force of over 
95. In addition, two cars are always on the road to respond 
to calls. 


The average number of calls is 70 per night, and last year 
the WTA provided over 20,000 rides. Westerfelt says that 
the WTA travels within a four mile radius around the 
capitol and at this time does not go out of Madison city 
limits. 

The WTA continues to grow and flourish and provide 
another form of rape and violence intervention. 

So now I ask you, with the resources Sacramento has, 
why don’t we have a program like this? In Sacramento, 
California State University could help fund or provide 
some part of the services. The volunteer base could come 
from the community, or from the school. 

Perhaps semester hours could be provided to volun- 
teers, as a form of reaching out into the community, a form 
of reaching out to their peers. A lesson in humanity. 
Another alternative may come from the private sector 
providing funding for cars, radios and telephones. With no 
strings attached, except that the private companies obtain 
free advertisement and a good feeling inside. 

The need is present, now, for an alternative transit 
system. Not only on the CSUS campus but in Sacramento 
and surrounding areas. 

I have given you an exampie of a program that started 
as a grass root effort, and has worked. Pecause a few people 
cared, and then more and then more. 

Imagine what we could accomplish in Sacramento. 

The decision is up to us. We are the community, we are 
the students who need the service. The WTA program at 
present is only for women. But there is nothing written in 
stone that there couldn't be a genderless service. I hope I’ ve 
given you something to think about and to perhaps plan for.

B.T. Collins: The Complete Man

Vietnam, June 20, 1967. He lunged for- 
ward and released a grenade. The grenade 
exploded, prematurely, leaving the Captain 
with only one leg and one arm. 

Don’t feel sorry for B.T. Collins. More 
than 20 years later he says, “So I lost an arm 
and a leg. What is the big deal? I have 
another one of each.” 

B.T. (Brien Thomas) Collins flunked 
out or was thrown out of three colleges 
before joining the army in 1963. In 1965, at 
the age of 27, he volunteered for his first of 
two tours to fight in Vietnam. Before his 
accident, he was a Green Beret, Special 
Forces Commander and in the Ist Air Cal- 
vary division. 

B.T., who is 6’2", has a hook where his 
right hand used to be, and a face riddled 
with small scars. He has a deep voice, a 


large frame and a glare that could scare flies 
off a cow flop. He has an appearance that 
demands respect and a history that deserves 
it. 

Collins finished law school in 1973, and 
in’75 started his own law firm. From 1976- 
79 he was the legislative secretary to Gov- 
ernor Edmund Brown. In 1979 Brown 
appointed Collins as the Director of the 
California Conservation Corps. He ran the 
CCC like a military operation. When 
Collins took over the CCC there were 60 
members. Today there are 2200 members 
statewide. He took 18-23 year old men and 
women, who had nothing. He gave them 
self respect and discipline. B.T. took prob- 
lem kids and gave them a life. 

From 1981 through 1983 B.T. served as 
Governor Brown’s Chief of Staff. Today he 


is the Chief Deputy State Treasurer to 
Republican State Treasurer, Tom Hayes. 

With such a record, I was compelled to 
ask Mr. Collins, “So when are you running 
for public office?” In a brash chuckle he 
replied, “Shit, I’ve insulted too many 
people. You can’t walk around saying the 
things I’ ve said, and look for frends. Not to 
mention, people who will vote for you.” 

He has to be doing something nght. His 
secretary said thai he speaks to 35 organiza- 
tions a month. The public loves his no 
nonsense approach. It is a big change from 
your usual political figure. B.T. pulls no 
punches. He always says exactly what ison 
his mind. 

B.T. uses his hard nosed approach to get 
results. He was the key factor in getting the 
Califomia Vietnam Veterans Memorial 
built. The Memorial, in Capital Park, lists 


the almost 6,000 Californians missing or 
killed in the War. “The Memorial is for 
those who siopped living before they 
stopped growing.” Said Collins. 

He has a long list of awards and honors. 
But that is not what it is all about. B.T. 
Collins is a man who produces results. He 
never stated his secret for success, but | 
think I found it in something he said, “How 
can you get upset when you almost lose 
your life.” You see, it looks as if B.T. has 
unlocked the secret. You are only here a 
short time. So you had better do the very 
best you can with what God has given you, 
“If you die, you die.” He said quietly, 
“There is no dress rehearsal for that shit.”

Calm And Unruffled In 
The Middle Of ASI 








It is 11 a.m. on the Wednesday of 
spring break. The campus seems 
deserted. But on the third floor of 
the University Union in the govern- 
ment office of Associated Students 
Inc., the office is jumping. 

Phones are ringing. A repairman 
passes through with a ladder. Sev- 
eral ASI leaders flit back and forth 
from office to office with messages. 
Anchored in the raiddle of all this 
activity sits Margie Herndon, ASi 
secretary, calm and unruffled, even 
though she has been interrupted no 
less than nine times in the last half 
hour.

As government business rolls 
along, Herndon greases the ASI 
machine with a liberal application 
of humor. Directors rarely pass her 
desk without receiving a good-na- 
tured assualt of kidding.

then do it.” 

When it comes to giving direc- 
tion, the clear-headed, decisive 
Herndon found her niche at CSUS's 
student government office. Her 
bosses, by their own admission, 
pass many of their ideas by her for 
the input she gives. 

Miller says that her knowledge of 
issues combined with her percep- 
tive ability to know which ideas 
work and which don’t have made 
her a valued confidant. 

Current ASI President Steve 
Lawrence has worked with 
Herndon for almost a year. 

“She has guided me through 
many times when it has been crazy 
around here,” says Lawrence, who 
says Herndon has become a good 
friend in a short time. “I’m not sure 
ASI would be half as effective as it 
is without her. She is the center.” 

For Herndon, helping others 
began at an early age. As the oldest 
of five children in a Columbus, Ohio 
family, she began helping her wid- 
owed mother pay bills and cook 
meals when she was just 10. And it 
is her mother, who now lives in 
Fairfield, who Herndon credits with 
the building of her char.cter. 

“I have a lot of faith in what I can 


do and who I am,” says Herndon, 
who recently remarried after several 
years as a single parent to her 3- 
year-old daughter. “My mom in- 
stilled in me a strong sense of where 
I came from as member of my fam- 
ily, as a member of my race. I had a 
lot of things that I could draw on.” 

Herndon needed that strength 
when she was 17 years old. That was 
the year her mother moved the 
family to Fairfield for a new start, 
leaving behind a clan of uncles, 
aunts and cousins that Herndon had 
lived her entire life around. 

She needed it again two years 
later when she moved to Southern 
California, worked as a bookkeeper, 
and later married, then divorced. 
She returned to the Sacramento area 
with her infant daughter, enrolled in 
business school and began her ca- 
reer as a secretary. 

“T hated the word secretary with a 
passion,” Herndon says. “It was 
stereotyping. But if I had to describe 
the perfect job, I would be describ- 
ing what I do.”

What are we 
going to ban next, men getting up on stage 
with balloons in their shirts doing female 
impersonations, or shall we just ban imper- 
sonations altogether, as they ure only meant 
to mock the person or persons being imper- 
sonated. Why is it that this sounds so ndicu- 
lous? The ASA vehemently opposed Delta 
Chi’s “blackface” performance last Wed- 
nesday, and now I would like to know what 
it is that is so offensive about it, and please 
do not tell me that it is because routines like 
this are meant to say “this is the sorry-ass 
pickaninny nigger” (quote from the ASA in 
the April 27 Hornet), as this is totally n- 
diculous and unfounded. Several years 


back, Eddie Murphy did his “Mr. White” 
routine on Saturday Night Live where he 
portrayed a white man receiving special 
treatment strictly because he was white. 
This is every bit as “racist” as the

1 am now publicly 
asking the ASA and similar organizations 
(» look at their goals, and mod: y where 
necessary tO ensure that you are :.ot doing 
the exact same evil that you claim to be 
fighting against.

Our white skit performers chose to use 
dark makeup simply to add visual real- 
ism to their portrayal of these individu- 
als. 

As a result, certain people who 
claim to represent black students on 
campus are screaming, “Blackface, 
blackface!!” and “Racism.” It is your 
right to interpret the action of others 
however you see fit. But you have abso- 
lutely no right to inflict on others the 
pain and suffering that you have. Par- 
ticuiarly when your interpretation was 
so completely wrong in this instance. 

You say we were impersonating the 
blackface minstrel players of the early 
1900s. Yet I do not recall our actors 


coming on stage in the characteristic 
white gloves and/or carrying on in the 
manner of minstrel players. If I’m not 
mistaken, Our actors got on stage and 
made an attempy (albeii, a very ama- 
teurish one) ai depicting three contem- 
porary performers. I ask you now, as | 
asked a spokesperson of yours last 
Wednesday night, is it so unbelievable 
that we might have actually been trying 
to pay tribute to the accomplishments 
of three blacks in the musical in _ .stry? 

Wake up! This is not an cxample of 
racism. If anything, I see this as a clas- 
sic example of hypocrisy. Your group 
claims to promote new and alternative 
ideas, yet you are so completely unre- 
cepuve to any viewpoint other than 
your own. If you must have a witchhunt 
to keep your cause in the public's eye, 
at least focus on one of the many genu- 
ine issues of today, instead of fabncat- 
ing your Own.

Camera you may be many things but, in 
my opinion, one thing you are not is a 
skilled mediator when faced with a 
crisis.

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Boxing Coach Receives 
Top Honors As Referee 


Although his start came from an ab- 
normal and desperaie set of circum- 
stances, CSUS’s Hank Elespuru has had an 
outstanding career as a referee for profes- 
sional boxing. 

While celebrating their 25th anniver- 
sary, the World Boxing Council named 
Elespuru as one of the top 25 referees of 
all time. The honor came as part of a 
compilation of “men who have contnb- 
uted to the success of world boxing.” 

Elespuru remembers the first ume he 
put on the biack-and-white referee’s jer- 
sey. “It was almost 30 years ago and I 
was Sitting ringside at a local audito- 
rium,” said the coach. “When the sched- 
uled official didn’t show up, I was asked 
to do the fight.” 

Having no professional expenence, 
Elespuru was given a medical and rules 
exam, borrowed a pair of shoes, and offi- 
ciated his first professional fight. 

“I was lucky it was an easy fight,” said 
Elespuru. 

In a carreer that has spanned parts of 
three decades, Elespuru has officiated 27 
title fights and judged an additional 30. 
He has handled some of the fight game's 
biggest names such as Sugar Ray Le- 
onard, Roberto Duran and former heavy- 
weight champ George Foreman. 

“I’ve done every weight class, but 
have found the lighter weights to be the 
most challenging,” said Elespuru. “The

big guys are easy, they don’t move 
much.” 

When working as a referee, Elespuru 
said boxers that grab, hit low and on the 
break are the most difficult to handie. 

“A great deal of clinching makes for 
a tough fight,” said the coach. 

As a judge, Elespuru looks for good 
fundamentals and the ability to control a 
fight without being hit. He listed 
Leonard, Sugar Ray Robinson, Joe 
Louis and junior welterweight champion 
Julio Caesar Chavez as the best fighters 
he has seen to date. Of the talent to come 
from the Sacramento area, Elespuru cited 
Pete Ranzani and current junior light- 
weight contender Tony Lopez as his fa- 
vorites. 

The profession has taken him around 
the world and exposed the coach to 
various Cultures. 

“Ive been to Australia, Japan and 
Korea several umes,” said Elespuru. 
“Boxing has been very good to me, | 
can’t say that I’ve had a bad expenence to 
date.” 

He is quick to defend the sport against 
critics that call for its elimination. 

“Boxing, when taught correctly, is 
an educational spor,” said Elespuru. 
“Watching two people of evenly 
matched skills compete in the ring 
teaches the values of self-defense and 
fair play.” 
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The WBC named Coach Hank Elespuru as one of the top 25 referees of all time.
